Lewakorski was introduced amid 
the wildest enthusiasm. The doctor is the 
member of Parliament who last November 
protested against the passage of resolutions 
of condolence upon the death of Czar Alex- 
ander III. of Russia, At the Berne inter- 


troduced the Polish question for discussion. 

Alter complimenting Chicago and the pa- 
triotism of the Chicago Polish Alliance Dr. 
Lewakorski said in part: 

Russia is trying to exterminate Poland. Ia 
order to secure her freedom Poland must unite 
under one political organization. Poland can- 
not take up arms at present on account 
of a division within her own boundaries. 
We need money, and lots of money, to carry on 
this campaign. A defense fund has already been 
established in Rappersvyl, Switzerland. There 
is now over 500,000 francs ready for whatever 
use the Polish Board of Directors may designate. 
This money should be loaned out, the interest 
to be used to help educate the Polish 
peasantry. I am as certain as there is a sun in 
heaven that Poland will be free. [Avplause.] 
We are 2,000,000 strong and our purpose is one 
as to our ultimate end. Although divided 
today, I believe I shall stall live to see 
the birthday of our independence. War is 
impossibie.. The world has, I  believa, 
seen its last war, but by education, agitation, 
and by holding up our grievances to the civilized 
world we shall secure at last the judgment of an 
international tribunal which even Russia cannot 
withstand. 

Sigmund Balicki, the other delegate, also 
received an ovation. Mr. Balicki is President 
of the Society of Polish Emigrants from 
Europe. Speaking of the Polish problem he 
said: 

Poland is divided into three parts and enjoys 
no political freedom. Her people have been 
persecuted and maltreated in a manner 
which history will never be able 
to -reproduce. We are ruled dy three 
governmente—Prussia, Austria, and Russia. We 
need a war fund, so when war comes the people 
will have a substantial basis upon which to pro- 
ceed. Education, agitation, and money are the 
three things which united in conservative pro- 
portions will bring us victory.

HURT AN. D APRISON ER 


MRS. METZOER'S | EXPERIENCE WITH 
A WEST SIDE OABLE COME ART. 


She Is Seriously. Injured in an Accident 
‘on a Cable Train, and Instead of Being 
Cared For and Taken Home Is Kept in 
the Office of the Company While the 
Claim Department Tries to Parsue Its 
Usual Policy of Settlement of Damages 
and Suppression of Facts. 

Mrs. W. E. Metzger, No. ‘860 Washington 
boulevard, was seriously injured yesterday 
morning while riding on a West Madison 
street cable train. Her experiences at the 
hands of the company were almost as trying 
as her injuries. 

As the train was passing the alley a half 
block from the west end of the Washington 
street tunnel a runaway horse owned by

street, dashed out of the alley, across the 
street, and plunged half way through the car 
on which Mrs, Metzger was riding. The seat 
she occupied was torn from its fastenings and 
the heavy oak post beside it was broken short 
off. Mrs. Metzger was struck by the front 
feet of the crazed horse and two of her ribs 
and her right arm fractured. She also re- 
ceived internal injuries, the extent of which 
are not yet determined by her physician, who 
could not make a close examination owing to 
the intense suffering of the patient, 

The ‘accident: in itself was probably un- 
avoidable, but the petty officials of the street 
car company immediately began a frantic en- 
dea vor to hush the matter up and keep it from 
the police. The result probably will be an 
action for damages brought by Mr. Metzger, 
not on account of the accident, but for what 
he considers the brutal and inhuman treat- 
ment of his wife at the hands of the officials 
of the claim department of the company. 

The business methods employed in the 
claim departments of street railroads are a 
matter of history. Whenever an accident oc. 
curs along the line the claim agent is there 
almost as quick as the wrecking wagon, and 
long before the police arrive. It is the special 
office of the claim agent or adjuster to 
avoid publicity and hush matters up as fast 
as possible. The injured are bundled 
off in carriages before the police 
can secure names and data for 
their reports. Cases are on record where the 
claim agent of the company arrived at the 
home of an afflicted family in advance of the 
news of an accident to some of its members, 
fully prepared to settle the damages for a 
stated sum of money in hand. 


Dragged Around the Loop. 


Mrs. Metzger vas burt shortly after 11 
o'clock. The cable train was east-bound. In- 
stead of calling the police or sending for an 
ambulance or carriage, the injured woman 
was dragged down-town and clear around the 
loop back to the power-house, where the acci- 
dent occurred, The officers of the company

Dr. Frye’s Remarkable Explanation of the 
Long Box He Is Carrying. 
Lexington, Ky. Sept. 6.—[Special, -r. 


He was accom- 
panied by his two little children and John 
Harris. He and Harris carried the box down 
the side of the mountain, where they left it 
under a tree.

“I married my wife,” he said, at 
her home in this county. We wan- 
dered over the country and two years 
ago last July, while we were living 
in West Virginia she died.

I could not raise money 
enough to send her body back, so I procured 
the box you see there, and, ceilmg up the 
cracks with wax, I put her body in it and 
placed it in the attic of our little home. It 
remained there until the first of last month, 
when I had enough money to buy me a little 
shanty boat. I placed the box on the boat 
and in company with my friend Harris and 
my two small children we floated down the 
Ohio River.

Small Audience Shows Little interest in the 
Foreign Agitator. . 
- Milwaukee, Wis., Sept. 5.—[ Special. — The

was a gigantic failure in point of attendance.

It was only as they get at 
the rooms between busy times that the con- 
tractors have been able to do their work, or it 
would have been finished before this. Four 
independent fans, two in the subbasement and 
two in the attic, will do the work of forcing 
the air into and exhausting the air from the 
building. In the winter time the air will be 
forced over steam coils and heated to a 
température of 68° Fahr. before it reaches 
the various rooms. Twelve minutes, or at 
the most fifteen, will be required to com- 
pletely change the air throughout.”

Fifty-six of the Spanish soldiers joined the 
insurgents of their own free will. Others 
preferred their liberty, which was offered to 
them after their arms had been taken away. 

The Cubans had not been in possession of 
the town long, however, when a body of 
Spanish soldiers under Gen. Garrido—known 
on account of his cruelty as Valmaseda,”’ 
one of the greatest tyrants that ever ruled 
Cuba-appeared, having been summoned to 
reinforce the garrison. 

They drove the Cubans out and were so en- 
raged at the sight of the dead and wounded 
they saw on the ground about them that they 
began a slaughter rivaling the Port Arthur 
massacre in point of bioodiness. The Span- 
ish troops slaughtered all who happened in 
the way, not even sparing inoffensive citizens 
attempting to flee. 

Patrice O. Garriche, a Cuban citizen, who 
was at his work at the time, is mentioned as 
having been killed. 

Senora Manuela Vera was compelled to 
look on while the soldiers butchered her 6- 
year-old daughter Juana, after which they 
ended the mother’s frenzied grief by putting 
a bullet through her brain. 

The house of Senora Alejanderina Ribots, a 
widow, was visited and $1,000 in American 
gold was stolen. Gen. Garrido said he took 
the money because it was being kept by the 
widow for the insurgents to be used for pur- 
chasing arms and ammunition. The woman 
was killed by a bayonet thrust for remonstrat- 


norita Dolores Madera. a young girl, was 
hanged. A placard was pinned to her dregs 
which read‘ Death to sympathizers with 
the insurgents.“ She is said to have been 
betrot to a young Cubén insurgent officer 
and for that reason she was made a victim of 
Spanish cruelty. 

A Frenchman named Lanet was visited by 
the maddened troops, who destroyed his es- 
tates, valued at nearly $5,000,000, but spared 
his life. He has brought the matter to the 
notice of the French Consul. 

The difference between the Chinese Port 
Arthur and the Cuban Port Arthur is that the 
Japanese soldiers, inflamed by the sight of

| BIDS FOR THE $9,000,000 ISSUE OF 


CITY WARRANTS WITHDRAWN. 


New York Bankers Will Not Take Them 
Lawyers Say the Controller Overstepped 
Himself His Method Is Declared Ilie- 
gal—Chicago Bankers Are Out of Fa- 

thence with His Tactics=They Are Will 
ing to Make an Arrangement Similar to 
the One with the Drainage Board. 


Controller Wetherell will now have to back 
up and take a fresh start in the matter of dis- 
posing of the tax warrants issued under the 
law recently passed by the Legislature. 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co., the New York firm which 
bid for $1,500,000 of the warrants, have 
been advised by their attorneys that the city 
has no right under the law to issue time wür- 
rants: The bid was made on condition that 
the New York firm should have an opportunity 
to inguire into the legality of the issue. 
Hayes & Co, had previously bid for $500,000 
of the warrants on similar conditions. 

The refusal of the warrants is not looked 
upon as a blow at the city’s credit, but is re- 
garded simply asa mistake of the Controller. 
Instead of issuing the warrants as they were 
needed to pay obligations already contracted 
he desired to sell them in a block and use the 
money in the payment of debts not yet con- 
tracted, . 

Attorneys seem to agree upon the point 
that there is no question that the city 
has the right to give the warrants 
to creditors in payment for debts,- An un- 
fortunate feature of the affair is the feeling 
which has been created among the local 
bankers against the Controller, The bankers 
assert they were ready and willing to meet the 
Controller half way at any time, but he did 
not give them an opportunity. Their attor- 
neys advised them the city could not place 
these warrants in the market in large quan- 
tities to be paid at a certain time. 

It seems the Controller had also. been ad - 
vised that it was not good financiering to 
place so large a block of the warrante on 
the market even if there was no question as 
to their legality, the point was raised that the 
city would be unnecessarily paying interest, 
| and aside from this the money might be di- 
’-verted from the purpose for which it was in- 
tended. 

do not pretend to know much about the 
legal questions involved. said Chairman 
Madden of the Council Finance committee 
yesterday, ‘‘but I told the Controller at the 
time I thought it was bad judgment to put 
these warrants out faster than the money was 
absolutely needed, and I know that it was the 
understanding of the members of the com- 
mittee that it would not be done, I was sur- 
prised when I heard he had arranged to sell 
$2,000,000 of the warrants.”’ 


No Chicago Bids. 


It will be remembered that after the war- 
rants were advertised and no subscriptions 
were received from Chieago banks there was 
more or less talk bout combination, and 
the Controller annou with a good deal of 
flourish that the warrants had been taken by 
Cleveland and New York bankers. It trans- 
pires those bids were-of the usual character in 
such cases, They were made subject to the 
legal examination of the security. Several 
Chicago bankers have been called up over 
the long-distance telephone within the last 
fow days and have been asked to state the ob- 
jections found here against the warrants. 

The objection which is raised hmges on the 
constitutional limit of a municipal debt. 
Chicago bas reached that limit, but the city 
authorities have taken the ground that the 
proposed issue is not an increase in the debt 
and does not therefore come under the consti- 
tutional prvhibition. The bankers, as a rule, 
admit that if the warrants were firat issued to 
contractors and others in actual payment for 
services and were not drawn payable at some 
specific date there would be no question about 
their legality. Instead of drawing hundreds 
of small warrants and paying them out to in- 
dividuals, the Controller considered it would 
be a much easier matter to draw a few large 

ones.and sell them for cash and pay cash in 
fare as the obligations of the city came along. 
While every one admits that that would be 
the better way of doing the business, there is | 
a sharp division between the city authorities 
and the bankers as to the legality. — 


No Discredit to the City, 


„This whole matter has been unfortunate,”’ 
said a Chicago batiker yesterday. At should 
be no discreait to the city’s financial position 
when it is learned that the New York bankers 
have decided not to take the warrants. but of 
course it will put the city in the position of 
having its paper discredited when people do 
not understand tne circumstances, — Chi- 
cago bankers went into the question carefully 
when the proposition to issue the warrants 
first came up. The, best legal advice they 
could get was adverse to the city’s position. 
If the warrants were legally asu d 
the security would be the very best. There 
certainly has been no questioning of the city’s 
credit. If they are not legally issued the 
city’s credit does not enter into the question 
at all, and ‘we believe that such an issue would 
not be legal. The Controller thought he was 
doing something rather smart in selling the 
warrants so easily over the heads of the local 
bankers. It now transpires that the bid which 
was made for them was no bid at all. Any of 
us would have been willmg to have bid for 
them subject to legality, and that was all that 
the New York firm did.“

INDIANA STREET ELECTRIC LINE WORK. 


Work Commenced on the New Tracks on 
the North Side, 

Work was begun yesterday on the con- 
struction of the electric street railroad on 
Indiana street on the North Side, The road 
is a branch of the Elston avenue line of the 


Chicago Electric Transit company’s system 


of électric lines, which are all included in 


ing this plan is the fact that the two branch 
sewers, as well as the main sewer on Thirty- 
ninth street, can be flooded with little or no 
trouble. The north end of the north branch 
can beso arranged that it can be flooded 
from the river at any time by putting in a 
floodgate. 

As to the south branch connections can be 
made at different points along the lake so 
that the water can belet in when desired and 
the sewer can always be kept clean. 

cross town sewer on Thirty-ninth 
street can also be so built as to be flooded 
without artificial means, but the theory is 
that there will be sufficient water in the north 
and south arms to keep it well cleaned all the 
time, It will be impossible to carry out this 
system unless pumps are placed at Thirty- 
ninth street and the lake, but, pumps will 
have to be used with any system unless all the 
sewers on the South Side are put in and a 
scheme adopted will have a natural flow to- 
ward the river instead of the lake. 


This work, it is expected, will be taken up 


by the Engineering Department in the near 
future. It is expected the drainage canal 
will be completed in eighteen months if pres- 
ent calculations do not miscarry. . It will take

Unless the plans are changed, the big se wer, 
which will drain the Eighty-third street dis- 
trict, will commence at the lake and Seventy- 
ninth etreet and continue west on Sevénty- 
ninth street to Morgan street, where the 
pumping station will be erected. Another 
section will begin at Eigtity-third street and 
the lake, follow Eighty-third street to South 
Chicago avenue and thence northwesterly to 
the Seventy-ninth street sewer. ‘The main 
sewer will follow Seventy-ninth street west 
from the pumping station to Western avenue 
and go north on Western avenue to Forty- 
third street. It will then turn east 
and at a point one black west 
of Robey street, will go north again to the

of three blocks. A branch sewer, it is con- 
templated, will empty into the main sewer at 
Seventy-ninth street and Western avenue.

There- 
upon they struck for $4 per ton, and, in order 
to make tlie demand thore impressive, held 
a war dance around the farmer, telling him 
that they were going to scalp and burn him. 
But he escaped, employed a gang of white 
laborers, and the Indians returned to their 
reservation. Up to date, however, they have 
written no tear-bespattered and poetry- 
decorated letters about Daniel in the lion's 
den and mother’s knee; which shows that 
they have more sense than white men of 
their grade of intelligence. 


WEY NOT RECOGNIZE CUBA. 

The most succinct as well as significant 
sketch of the Spanish oppression of Cuba 
which has yet appeared is that written by 
Clarence King for the September issue of 
the Forum, extracts from which are printed 
elsewhere. It begins with the first posses- 
sion of the island by the Spaniards, and 
closes with the revolution now in progress, 
and through all this long period of 384 years 
the narrative is one of almost continuous 
cruelty and brutality. Diego Velasquez 
took possession of Cuba in 1511, and in the 
process of his inhuman colonization he de- 
spoiled and butchered nearly all the peace- 
ful Siboney Indians. In fifty years the In- 
dian population was so reduced by slaughter 
that it became necessary to import African 
slaves. 

After the middle of the sixteenth century 
the administration of Cuba was given over 
to the itary arm in the pefson of a 
Cd@ptain-General, now known as Governor- 
General, and there it has remained almost 
continuously. In 1812 the Spanish consti- 
tution was adopted, including the West In- 
dies in its jurisdiction, but in 1814 the 
Lourbon brute, Ferdinand VII., rejected the 
constitution and brought Cuba again finder 
personal rule. Ferdinand died in 1836, and 
the constitution was again made the basis 
of Spanish government in Cuba and ac- 
cepted by Christina, regent for Isabella. 
Spanish greed and tyranny, however, were 
too strong to run any risks of the autonomy 
which might follow constitutional govern- 
ment and of the loss of expected wealth. 
Gen. Tacon was made Spain's instrument, 
and he was vested with power so abselute 
that when the constitution was promul- 
gated in Spain he decreed there should be no 
change in Cuba except at his personal pleas- 
ure. The Cortes in the following year not 
only sustained bim, but it refused Cuban 
representation and voted not to extend the 
privileges of the constitution to the island. 
Thus Spain disinherited Cuba and with- 
held her birthright. Thus she crushed her 
noblest hopes and broke the heart of her 
fairest province. This was the moment 
when Cuban loyalty turned into hate.“ 
From that time to this the Cubans have 
been under the heel of military force, From 
the economical point of view Spain has en- 
riched herself at Cuba’s expense and at the 
cost of her industrial progress. The Span- 
ish system of despoiling comprises 

(i) A tariff which by differential duties forces 
Cuba to buy to Spanish advantage and her own 
disadvantage and sell (with an export duty for 
Spain's benefit) where she can. (2) A scheme of 
internal taxation laid in crushing weight on every 
phase of industrial life. (8) A complete system 
of control and espionage over the details of busi- 
ness, with countless fees. The body of officers 
who execute this universal system of great and 
petty interference are too generally blackmallers 
who adroitly temper their exactions to the little 
wool left on the oft-shorn lamb. (4) The distri- 
bution and expenditure of practically the total 
collected revenues remains with Spain. 

The result of Spain’s economical and mil- 
itary system has been the draining of every 
old industry, the discouragement of new 
ones,. the confiscation of Cuba’s reve- 
nues and her private gains, and now 
with her resources only touched and with 
only one-tenth of her area in occupation 
she lies bankrupt under the heels of a des- 
pot. 

In a few forcible — Mr. Ring 
traces the brutal and despotic policy of Val- 
maseda in the 1868-78 war and makes quo- 
tations from his proclamation to the people, 
which was so savage in its hatred and vin- 
dictiveness and so horribly brutal in its dec- 
larations that Mr. Fish, the American Sec- 
retary of State, wrote in a letter to the Span- 
ish Minister of the United States: In the 
interest of Christian civilization and com- 
mon humanity I hope that this document is 
a forgery. If it indeed be genuine the Pres- 
ident iristructs me in the most forcible man- 
ner to protest against such mode of war- 
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“with Spain cannot bent Which W ha 10 
morally right?—which is manly ?—which is 
American?” 


| government as a matter of simple justice and 
equity, since Spain recognized the Confed- 
erate Insurgents within forty days after the 
outbreak of our civil war. Spain having set 
such @ precedent, it is the moral and polit- 
ical duty of the United States publicly to rec- 
ognize a state of war as existing in Cuba. 
Why should it not? Of what are we afraid? 
Have not the gallant Cuban patriots earned 
it? We owe Spain nothing but ill-will, She 
is no friend of ours and never has been. She 
nas done all she could to prevent the Cubans 
from having reciprocal trade with us. Even 
the late so-called reciprocity arrangements 
with her were to our disadvantage, as they 
always will be until Cuba is freed from Span- 
ish tyranny. She would never have paid the 
Mora claim until forced to do it were she not 
actuated by the expectation that by paying 
it this country would keep its hands off in 
the war now going on. 

Every consideration of justice, every sen- 
timent of humanity, every impulse of nation- 
al sympathy with a brave, long-suffering 
people oppressed in an inhuman manner for 
long years by butchers and despots sent over 
from Spain, appeals to President Cleveland 
and Secretary Olney to mete out the same 
measure of comity and justice which Spain 
gave us in the midet of our troubles. The 
Cubans only want home rule, self-govern- 
ment, in a word, a republic, and they have 
proved their right to it by unsurpassed 
bravery and by three centuries of suffering. 
Should. not the Government of the United 
States favor them, as far as international 
rules and _ precedents will allow? 


THE IROQUOIS CLUB DYING. 

There is nothing surprising in the an- 
nouncement that the Iroquois club of 
Democrats in Chicago is _ perilously 
near to dissolution and death. The 
Democratic party in this 
in the rest of the State and in most other 
States, is wofully demoralized. Three years 
ago it was glowing with happiness and 
aflame with confidence. It had the Presi- 
dency, both Houses of Congress, and the 
Governorship, and its majorities were so 
great that there seemed small chance that 
they could be overcome by the enemy for 
years. Two years ago the Democrats capt- 
ured the Mayoralty, and when a successor 
to Mayor Harrison was to be chosen they 
contrived, by what methods it is not neces- 
sary to recall, to seat their man Hopkins. 

But they did not know how to take advan- 
tage of their opportunities, and in command 
acted like a horde of steerage passengers 
whom chance had given to guide and man an 
ocean liner, One mistake has trodden upon 
the heels of another from the beginning until 
now. The country was prosperous when 
the Republicans handed it over to them, but 
they proceeded immediately to endanger 
and, as was soon seen, to destroy, that pros- 
perity by tinkering the tariff so clumsily and 
so long that merchants and manufacturers 
and farmers everywhere were exasperated 
and angered. Cleveland and his Cabinet 
blundered and blundered, Altgeld made a 
painfully ridiculous spectacle of himself, and 
Hopkins offended decency and honesty 80 
often and so deeply that even his formerly 
most earnest partisans were ashamed of 
their conhection with him. Then came the 
great strike, which was directly due to the 
Democratic hard times and was furthered 
by Altgeld and Hopkins, the disgraceful con- 
duct of Hopkins’ police during the elections, 
and the discovery of Hopkins’ infamous 
manipulation of the powers of his office. 
Add to all this the free silver split forced by 
Altgeld, Hinrichsen, Hopkins, and ex-Judye 
McConnell, and the certainty that there is 
no visible possibility of Democratic success 
in the country, in Illinois, in Cook County, or 
in Chicago, and is it any wonder that the 
Democrats have lost all intereSt in their club 
and think it a waste of money to pay to keep 
tt going? 

The local Democratic party is dead as the 
Barn Burners and the Anti-Masons. It may 
never recover the ground it has lost. Perhaps 
it. will be reorganized on new lines in the 
future, but the days of the Hopkinses and 
the Mike McDonalds and the Roger Sulli- 
vans and the McConnells and the rest have 


gone forever. 


THE GRAND ARMY ENCAMPMENT. 

Next Monday will be the opening day of the 
twenty-ninth annual encampment of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, which is to be 
held this year at Louisville. A warm invita- 
tion to assemble there was extended to the 
members by Mr. Henry Watterson, but prob- 
ably he will not be on hand to welcome them 
to a State which many of them entered over 
thirty years ago bent on a very different 
mission, and much against his wishes. 
It is thought that about 60,000 old soldiers 
will be present, This is only a melancholy 


fraction of the men who came out of the 


four-years’ struggle with their lives, and 
yet it is a great number when one reflects 
that it is thirty years since that contest 
ended. These gatherings are better attended 
than were those held ten years after the war 
closed, when the number of veterans was 
so much greater than now. : 

This is not because railroad rates are 
cheaper or the old soldiers are any better 
able to stand the expense and the wear and 
tear of travel, but because as the ranks are 
thinned out the survivors feel more strongly 
drawn toward one another. Each of them 
feels more keenly than ever before that this 
may be the last time he will be able to fore 
gather with his comrades, so he goes himself, 
if it is humanly possible; and, if he can, he 
takes his family along, so that his children 
may see the men side by side with whom he 
fought. 

But the day of large gatherings is slowly“ 
and surely drawing to a close. Each year 
depletes the ranks. This was not so per- 
ceptible at first because the Grand Army has 
kept on growing long after the war was 
over.. The men who did not join it at first, - 
either because their attention was absorbed 
in earning a living or because the war was 
still so near them that its memories had not 
ceased to be disagreeable, one by one joined 
that organization. So it grew while the num-

This will be a slow and an expen- 
sive undertaking, but it will have to be car- 
ried out. 


MAKING — CONTRIBUTE. 

It is probable that hereafter each member 
of the Democratic County Central commit- 
tee will have to pay annually $50 into the 
treasury of that organization. A proposition 
to that effect which has been offered, and 
which it is believed will be adopted, declares 
further that any ward, Senatorial, or Con- 
gressional District committeeman who does 
not pay will forfeit his right to vote and his 
seat will be declared vacant. 

This is a revolution. It is as much of one 


as when a man who owns stock which bas 


been paying big dividends suddenly is called 
on to pay a heavy assessment. Hitherto 
these committeeships have been exceedingly 
profitable when the party to which those who 
held them belonged was in power. When 
Hopkins, or Harrison, or Cregier was Mayor 
the committeeman from the First or any 
other ward, if he did not hold an office him- 
self, was given petty offices to divide among 
his adherents. It was possible to make a 
very good living out of municipal] politics. 
The committeeman exchanged ward dele- 
gations for offices, It is not surprising that 


committeeships were held in such high 


esteem and were fought for so persistently. 
But civil service reform has deprived the 
committeemen of their incomes. A Mayor, 
though nominated by their exertions, cannot 
reward them. He cannot pay them in the 
accustomed coin for the delegates they give 
him. He has only a few offices at his dis- 
posal, and they are not of a kind that he can 
intrust to cheap ward committeemen. He 
cannot make one of them Corporation Coun- 
sel or Controller. The minor offices which 
used to be given them can be obtained only 
by going before the Civil Service Board and 
passing a satisfactory examination. That is 
something the ordinary committeeman can- 


not do. 
Civil service reform has done more than 


to cut off the profits of committeemen. It 
has dried up one of the sources whence cam- 
paign funds were drawn. It has put a sum- 
mary stop to the collection of political as- 
seesments from city employés. Last year 
the Hopkins administration took monthly 
a stated percentage of the salaries of the 
men on the pay-roll. Tens of thousands of 
dollars were raised in that way and expend- 
ed at the November and April elections. That 
cannet be done again. 

Therefore in order to supplement the sums 
raised by assessing candidates it has been 
decided that the committeemen must bleed. 
There are nearly 100 of them. Their contri- 
butions will amount to enough to pay the 
rent of headquarters and to meet some other 
political expenses. But while the idea is a 
good one it will come hard on those men who 
have been in politics for revenue only,“ 
and not because they were attached sincere- 
ly to the principles of a party and wanted to 
see it win so those principles could be car- 
ried out. It is to be hoped that these mer- 
cenary men will be frozen out and a better 
class come to the front. A civil service re- 
form of some kind has long been needed by 
party committees. Perhaps this scheme of 
taxation will help on the work. 


THE FARMERS WILL NOT CONSENT. 

The workingmen of this city are informed 
by Keir Hardie that neither thrift nor tem- 
perance will make them comfortable, and 
that confiscation alone will do it—the con- 
fiscation of land and of capital. Said he: 

Since we require land to grow food and cannot 
grow food without land, and since we require cap- 
ital to produce goods and cannot produce goods 
without capital, the land and the capital being 
necessary for the entire community, should be 
owned and controlled by the entire community. 
and not by a section. 

This is absurdly simple. The entire com- 
munity,” which means an efficient majority 
of the able-bodied males of the community, 
must take possession of the land of the farm- 
ers and order them to raise food for the city 
workingmen. The entire communtty is also 
to take possession of the factories and ma- 
chinery in the cities, and set the artisans at 
work making goods partly for their own 
use and partly for the country workers who 
supply the food. “Lovers of humanity” 
and friends of the toilers’”’ like Hardie in 
England and Debs here will put every man 
at the work for which he is best suited, and 
will see that the product is divided equitably 
among the producers. 

There is one thing, says Hardie, which is 
essential to the perfect accomplishment of 
this great change in the social system. That 
is, “a compléte organization of your respect- 
ive trades unions’’—to organize them thor- 
oughly and through them obtain political 
power, When the trades unions have votes 
enough then they can confiscate the land 
and all that stands thereon. 

Strangely enough, no one asked the speak- 
er what was to be done about the farmers, 
who are much interested in this proposition 


‘that the ownership in their lands shall pass 


to the State and that they shall cultivate 
them as serfs, The farmers must be con- 
vineed that they ought to give up their lands 
before they will give them up. It will take 
something more than votes to deprive them 
of their property. Arms will be needed. Nor 
will organised labor“ ever have a majority 
of the votes. The farmers and “unorgan- 
ized labor’ always will outvote it in this 
country. No matter how strong the unions 
may ‘be in a eity they will be in the minority 
in a State.

IN April last experiments were made with 
heavy guns at Sandy Hook. A target was 
constructed of steel with oak and earth 
backing to duplicate the strength and thick- 
ness of the armor of a battleship. Upon that 
occasion several projectiles not only pierced 
the steel plating, but were driven complete- 
ly through the oak and earth backing. It 
was then considered doubtful whether any 
battleship could be built strong enough to 
resist heavy modern projectiles. The test 
at Indian Head Wednesday last, however, 
seems to have demonstrated that the new 
battleship Iowa is proof against them. One 
of her side armor plates was fitted up on an 
actual. reproduction of a section of the, 
ship, the plate itself being 16 feet by 7%, 
and 14 inches thick at the top and 7 inches 
thick at the bottom® Three shots were fired 
from ten-inch guns at 250 yards. The first 
was a 500-pound projectile driven by 140 
pounds of powder. The second was a pro- 
jectile of the same weight, driven by 206 
pounds of powder, but neither of them 
created a sign of injury. The last shot was 
an 850-pound projectile, driven by 460 pounds 
of powder and fired from a twelve-inch gun 
with an energy of 1,530,000 pounds, which, 
according to experts, should have pene- 
trated a sixteen-inch Harveyized plate. Al- 
though it cracked the plate, which had been 
weakened by the previous shots, it fatled to 
penetrate the wood backing. The test is re- 
garded by the Naval Department as a re- 
markably successful one.

Of 
the many useful discoveries which have 
rendered the nineteenth century 80 remark- 
able there are perhaps none more calculated 
to achieve a lasting success than those 
which have for their first object the saving 
of labor. It is this advantage which is pos- 
sessed among others by the new method of 
boning dresses devised by Mr. G. B. Weeks 
of Paris. Featherbone, which is the name 
of the article employed for the purpose, 
is an ingenious commodity resembling 
whalebone in many respects, but superior 
to it in others. It is made out of the Quills 
of geese and turkeys by a special process, 
a. large factory having been scted for its 
manufacture at St. Just, wh gives em- 
ployment to many hundred of giris and 
women.

® Proper Manner, but the Story Th , 
the Little People Are Being Turned 
Away Is Not True=What the Members 
of the Board Say Is Needed in the Way 
of New Buildings. 

Notwithstanding the fact that eleven new 


school buildings have been erected within a : 


year and many additions have been made to 
old ones, the Board of Education has toda’ 
11,000 more children under its care than 
has available seats in school buildings for 
them to occupy. Already 218 rented rooms 
are filled by the children, and in a score or 
more of schools the first, and in some cases 
the second, grade is divided into two divis- 
ions, one group of pupils attending in thie 
morning andi the other in the afternoon, | 
Not a pupil has been refused admission thus 
far because of overcrowded buildings, and 
for the reason that several new buildings 


have been completed during the summer 


the number of rooms that have been rented 
thus far does not equal those in use at the 
end of last year. Further, in many schools 
the number of double divisions is not as great 


as last year, But the season is young, and . 


thousands of pupils have not entered schol 
after their vacation, and so serious is the 
situation that Supt. Lane declared yesterday 
he needed twenty new buildings immediately 
to properly accommodate his charges. 

The trouble is, Chicago is growing so rap- 


~idly the Board of Education is unable to 


meet the demands made upon it for school 
equiprnents. If the twenty buildings deemed 
an immediate necessity by Supt, Lane were 
begun immediately before they could be fin- 


ishe@ the school population would have 80 


increased many more buildings would be 
needed. So the Board of Education has an 


almost hopeless task before it in trying to 


meet the children half way. 


Population Is Increasing. 
The situation is complicated by an inabil- 
ity on the part of the board to predict just 
where the next school will be needed. Not 
only does the population inerease, but it also 
drifts, and schools that were filled to over- 
flowing ten years ago have closed up a room 
this fall.

It will be 
seen that between Sept. 1, 1804, and June 30, 
1895, the Board of Education added 7,249 to 
the number of seats in its buildings, yet at 
the end of the year it took 271 rented rooms 
to meet the demand, whereas, at the begin- 
ning of the year only 233 were needed. In 
every month the demands upon one school or 
another were so great.some pupils had to be 
excluded upon the first application for ad- 
mission. 

The Board will try to accommodate theain- 
creasing number of pupils this year by add- 
ing to the number of rented rooms and in- 
creasing the number of double divisions. 
During the year a few more school buildings 
already started will be completed and these 
will relieve congested schools to some extent. 


Supt. Lane’s Position. 


“Although the situation is serious and one 
that demands attention.“ said Superintend- 
ent of Schools Lane, it 18 no more so at the 
present time than at the close of schools last 
year. Last June there were 17,000 pupils at- 
tending school in half-day divisions. In 
rented buildings there are 11,000 children.

Aqgegording to the police, Nagle is a clever 
swindler and during the last two years he is 
said to have secured over $10,000 belonging 
to local saloonkeepers by selling them fraudu- 
lent warehouse receipts for barrels of whisky. 
Just how many saloonkeepers he swindled 
is not definitely known, but up to the present 
time the names of over twenty are known. 

Nagle's first appearance in Chicago, us far 
as is known, was just before the World's 
Fair, when he opened an office in Room 510, 
Tacoma Building, where he kepre-ented him- 
self as the Secretary of the Oid Hickory Dis- 
tillmg company. By this means he became 
acquainted with a large number of saloon- 
keerers and did a lucrative legitimate busi- 
ness. This was not profitable enough for 
him, however, it is said, and he is alleged to 
have evolved a scheme to get money by 
meuns of forged United States bonded ware- 
house receipts for whisky. 

In accordance with this idea he drew up 
and had printed the necessary blanks, it is said, 
and then filled them out. Each receipt called 
for five barrels of whisky which were pur- 
ported to be stored in the United States Bonded 
Distillery warehouse, No. 8, Sixth District 
of Kentucky, which is at Petersburg, in that 
State. The alleged government number of 
each barrel was given on each receipt. These 


receipts were as good as money to Nagle, and 
he — disposed of them to saloonkeepers.

Ihave seen the argument 
used by Chief Eagineer Randolph that Lake 
Michigan is not fed by Lak ron and Lake 
Superior; that itg waters move through the 
straits northward and not southward; and 
that the drainage channel will simp!y reduce 
the amount of water leaving the lake through 
the straits. But while that argument may be 
good for Lake Michigan it does not lessen the 
evil for the other lakes, If the flow of water 
through the straits is reduced in any. way the 
level of the other lakes must necessarily be 
lowered to that extent. 

1 have also read what Chief Engineer 
Randolph has said about the incessant change; 
in the level of the lakes. the multiplicity of 
causes, known and unknown, that affect it, 
and the difficulty of tracing a fall in the level 
to the drainage channel. But I do not con- 
sider it necessary to do thie. If a thief steals 
my watch, I can know that it is gone, whether 
I ever connect him with it or not. 

It is true the level of the lakes is always 
rising and falling, but whether up or down, it 
will always be several inches the lower for the 
drainage channel. If the drainage channel 
does not lower tha level, then it would not be 
lowered if another outlet as large as the De- 
troit River were opened. Now, if such a re- 
sult were the act of God, the government 
might have no authority to interfere, but if it 
is not the work of God it is another matter. 
The government will certainly interfere.”’ 

President Wenter of the Drainage Board 
said: It makes me tired to hear about the 
level of the lakes, But I will say once more 
that the drainage channel will not affect it in- 
juriousiy, and I will add that the Canadian 
Government is crying before it is hurt. I 
have no fear that the Canadian Government, 
the British Government, the United States 
Government, or any other government will 
interfere with the opening of the drainage 
chandel ia 1897.“

The Minister of Justice says 
the law of nations governs the Canadian case 
in this question. It is contended that the 
water level of the great lakes is likely to be 
lowered. A government eugineer, who is 
looking into the matter, said the government 
here expects that as the harbors on the Amer- 
ican side of the lakes will be as injuriously 
affected as the Canadian harbors the Amer- 
ican points concerned will use their influence 
to prevent the construction of the canal.

Addresses the National Association of Let- 
ter Carriers in Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 5.—At toflay's ses- 
sion of the National Association of Letter 
Carriers the tenure of office bill wag brought 
up for discussion and the Legislative commit- 
tee urged to do its utmost for the passage of 
the bill. | 

The Chicago delegates were eloquent in 
their demands for the convention td approve 
of petitioning Congress to pass a measure for 
the pensioning of letter carriers, and said that 
ifa measure of that kind were passed by 
Congress 1,400 letter carriers of Chicago 
would join the National Association. This 
measure was then referred to the Committee 
wn Resolutions. 

Postmaster Hesing of Chicago addressed 
the meeting at length, speaking in favor of 
mor am service law. Among other things he 
Said: a 

The ruin of our political parties is patronage: 
the cure, a higher appreciation of the duties and 
responsibilities of American citizenship. The 
greatest curse of the latter and of the nineteenth 
century is the- spoils system; the remedy. civil 
service feform. Nowhere is the idea of true 
American citizenship better exemplified than in 
the Postoffice Department; nowhere are better 
results obtained; nowhere greater satisfaction 
given, and nowhere is there nearer a state of 

„litical perfectiofi in public office than in the 

os ce Department. 

I have always been in favor of civil service ro- 
form. Iam proud to say that in my capacity as 
editor I lent what assistance 1 could to Senator 
udleton during his years of struggle in behalf 
of the national civil service law. yet practically 
I knew but little of its operation. But after 
ninety days’ incumbency of the office of Postmas- 
ter of a city of two millian inhabitants, with 220 
employés to appoint and with 147,000 voters of 
his party to satisfy, I became convinced more 
than ever not only of the advisability of the en- 
forcement of civil service but of its actua! neces- 
sity. Of course what applies to a great metropo- 
lis like Chicago will not apply to a village, but 
I make boid in saying that without the strictest 
enforcement of civil service in our city nobody 
could be found to give a bond required by the 
government of a Postmaster, for nobody would 
be willing to be held responsible for the action 
of employés who were appointed c by reason 
of merit but by reason of political intiuence, 
who had nothing to look forward to, and who 
were simply depending upon him who during 
the time being was in office. 

The pripciple of American citizenship in its 
broadest Sense has been carried out to a greater 
extent in the Postoffice Department than in any 
public office in the United States. It challenges 
my respect and commands my admiration. 0 
where is it imaginable that less favoritism can be 
shown and less partiality mranifested than in the 
employment of clerks and carriers under civil 
service rules that apply almost universally in 
the Postoffice Department. No in it ever 
kor a moment thinks of using the argument in 
‘urging an appointment: I reeide here or there. 

“lI am backed by Alderman -—.”’ ** lam an Amer- 
ican birth.” 1 am an Irishman, I am a 
Catholic, or I am a Protestant, or I have large 
political influence. The 4 knows full 
well that the only standard of judgment is true 
‘merit, an honest reputation, a good character, 
perfect qualifications for the position—in fact, 
all the qualifications which go to make up the 
true American citizen. 

Not until civil service is universally introduced 
will the real principies of true American citizen- 
shiv be worked out to its finality. When that 
revolution is brought about, when the new order. 
of thingsis put into effect, then indeed can the 
individual exercise, freely, impartially. and hon- 
estly, the rights of true American citizenship.

Boston, Mass., Sept” 5.—[{Special.]—Insurance 
Commissioner Merrill has just rendered a de- 
cision which may be of far-reaching importance 
in Massachusetts, since under it mutual fire in- 
surance companies may be organized in this State 
with a guaranty capital of $25,000, and be entitled 
to apply for and receive a certificate to do busi- 
ness without having first secured applications for 
$1,000,000 of insurance on 400 separate risks, as 
was the case prior to the passage of the guaranty 
capital act by the Legislature of 1895. 

The guaranty capital act in brief provides that 
a mutual fire insurance company may be formed 
with, or a mutual fire insurance company now ex- 
isting may establish, a guaranty capital of not less 
than $25,000, to be applied to the payment of losses 
only when the company has exhausted its cash 
on hand and invested assets exclusive of uncol- 
lected premiums, and when thus impaired the di- 
rectors may make good the whole or any part of it 
by assessments upon the policy-holders at the date 
of the impairment. It also provides that the 
stockholders of the guaranty capital shall be en- 
titled to a semi-annual dividend of not more than 


| 8% per cent if the net profits are sufficient after 


paying expenses, losses, and liabilities. 

Commissioner Merrill was asked by the officers 
of.a new company to decide whether they could 
issue policies under the provisions of this act with- 
out first securing applications on 400 separate 
risks coverhig $1,000,000 of insurance. After care- 
ful consideration he decides that, inasmuch as the 
old law says that No policy shall be issued by 
a purely mutual fire insurance company hereafter 
organized until not less than $1,000,000 of insur- 
ance, in not less than 400 separate risks upon 
property located in Massachusefts, has been sub- 
scribed for and entered upon its books.“ etc., a 
company with a guaranty capital is not affected 
by that law, as it is not a purely mutual“ com- 
pany. Therefore a mutual company organized 
with a guaranty capital of not less than 328.000 
may issue policies without regard to the provision 
of the law regarding number and amount of pol- 
icies which applies to purely mutual’’ companies. 

Of course when the guaranty capital act of 1805 
was passed it was not foreseen what the effect 
would be. The Legislature never meant to open 
the door so that insurance companies with nothing 
back of them but a capital of $25,000 could do a 
fire insurance businéss in Massachusetts, and it 
is safe to say that the next Legislature will be 
swift to provide a remedy. How many companies 
will become organized first it is hard to predict. 
One is already being formed, but, however, with a 
capital of $100,000, and the Governor of the State 
is to be one of the officers. The law allows the 
stockholders 3% per cent semi-annually and gives 
them the right to keep the capital good by assess- 
ing the policy-holders, so it is a pretty good 7 per 
cent investment.

HOW THE COMPROMISE IS MADE. 


Crossette Says Swift & Co. Pay $5,000 for 
; Il-Gotten Water. 

Friends of ex-Mayor Hopkins are making 
desperate efforts to discredit the exposé 
made in Tun TRIBUNE yesterday of the 
manner in which Swift & Co. was held up by 
city officials in 1894 for an alleged illegal 
use of city water mains. Most-of the Demo- 
cratic politicians who were active in City 
Hall affairs last year deny that any such 
deal was ever made. Others, like ex-Ald. 
Kyan, who have long memories, admit an 


eccurrence of: the nature outlined, but date.. 


it back to the last administration of Carter 
Harrison. W. E. Crossette, who was Su- 
perintendent of the Water Office under 
Mayor Hopkins, while at first strongly de- 
nying the whole story, afterward frankly 
admitted the accuracy of the most essential 
detalls in the following words: 

„»I think I can understand,“ Mr. Crossette 
said, just how this report was started. 
Last year Mr. Irving made an investigation 
of the Stock-Yards water service, and found, 
I believe, an eight-inch pipe running into 
Swift & Co.’s packing house and a four- 
inch pipe in the establishment of the Inter- 
national Packing company. Neither of 
these pipes had meters on them, and an esti- 
mate of the amount of water used by these 
firms was made. On this estimate the bill 
vf Swift & Co. was made out at $37,000, but 
the claim was compromised for $5,000, and 
this was the only money ever paid by the 
firm, and it is all credited on the city books. 
I can’t recall the exact amount for which the 
International Packing company was said to 
be liable, but I believe the company paid in 
something like 84.500.“ 

This is a atrong corroboration of THE 
TRIBUNE exposé from a man who is thor- 
oughly posted in the main facts. Mr. Cros- 
ette admits that nearly $40,000 was demand- 
ed from Swift & Co. and that only $5,000 
was paid into the City Tréasury. s to the 
side-tracking of the other $32,000 inter- 
ested persons that of course is a matter 
of which Mr.Crosseife cannot be supposed to 
have any knowledge. 

Ex-Commissioner of Public. Works John 
J. McCarthy’s memory is not so good as that 
of Mr. Crossette. McCarthy not only denies 
the whole story but says no investigation 
was made during his term of office. He 
says: 

“As far as I am concerned the story is 
without foundation. I went into office as 
Commissioner of Public Works Nov. 28, 
1894, and remained in that position until 
April 8, 1895. During that time no investi- 
gation was made of the Stock-Yards water 
system, and no report was made to me or 
~ wa other departnient of anything wrong 

ere.“ 


Low Rates Denied. 

Commissioner Kent quickly disposed of a 
story which was circulated yesterday to the 
effect that the big packers at the Stock- 
Yards are only paying 2% and 3 cents a 
thousand gallons for water; while the rate 
fixed by the city ordinances ranges from 7 to 
15 cents. Even Deputy Commissioner Moody 
fell into the error of supposing these cheap 
rates prevailed, although Commissioner 
Kent has all along insisted that all bills are 
made out on the basis of from 4 to 8 cents.

hibited three contracts between the City of

letter: 

Chicago, Sept. 16, 1893.—Gentiemen: The sub- 
ject of making a special contract with Armour & 
Co. and others as to the rates and condftions upon 
which the city will furnish water for their estab- 
lishments at the Union Stock-Yards has been un- 
der consideration for some time, and I have con- 
cluded, subject to your approval, to make 4 con- 


tract to furnish them such water at the rates 


hereto appended for the period from June 13, 1898, 
to May 1, 1895, the contract to be terminated after 
the latter date on six months’ notice. 

Some of the reasons which fnduced me to make 
this contract are: 3 

Because it is claimed, apparently in good faith, 
that by some agreement with the Town of Lake 
these firms were assured a rate of three cents per 
1,000 gallons in consideration that they would 
abandon the erection of independent water-works, 
which they then proposed’ to erect. While there 
is no record of this agreement, the fact that they 
have relied upon it in the erection and operation 
of their éxtensive plants affords strong claims for 
equitable consideration of these circumstances. 

All the distributing pipes in the Union Stock- 


Yards and packing-house district have been laid | 


without expense to the city, which circumstance 
makes the condition surrounding the use of water 
there peculiar and extraordinary. 

The very extensive district, almost a eity in 
itself; with all its arrangements for water fixed 
and perfected under the authority of another mu- 
nicipality, and coming under the government of 
the city by annexation, distinguishes this enter- 
prise from others which have grown up from time 
to time within the city and makes it proper that 
it should be dealt with so as to not unnecessarily 
disturb existing business conditions. 


Call It a Fair Nate. 
The rates proposed I think are fair and ft under 


all the circumstances of the case, and are equal 


to those prevailing at other places where similar 
establishments exist, and I am convinced that the 
interests of all will be best subserved by fostering 
industries of this character which do so much to 
promote the growth of the city and the prosperity 
of all people by fixing such rates for water as will 
increase their number and usefulness rather than 
to embarrass them by higher rates than they can 
obtain elsewhere. The proposed rates are based 
upon the following schedule prices: 

First class—All packers using from 165,000 gal- 
lons up to and including 5,000,000 gallons per 
month shall pay the regular rates of 8 and 10 


| cents—namely: For the first 165,000 gallons 10 


cents, and 8 cents for such ex 
— cess up to 5,000,000 

Second class—All packers using over 5,000,000 
gallons and not to exceed 16,000,000 shall pay for 
such excess over 5,000,000 gallons7 cents. 

Third class—All packers using over 10,000,000 
gallons and not to exceed 15,000,000 gallons shall 
pay for such excess over 5,000,000 galons 6 cents. 

Fourth class—All packers using over 15,000, 000 
galjons shall pay for such excess over 15,000,000 
ga lons 4 cents.

OUR DUTY TO CUBA. 


UNITED STATES OUGHT TO BBOOG- 
NIZE BELLIGERENT RIGHTS, 


Manifest Propriety of Lending Aid to 
Patriots Battling for the Cause of Free- 
dom=Spain Should Be Taken by the 
Throat and Forced to Conduct the War 
in Accordance with the Usages & Civili- 
zation —Outrages Upon ‘Decency and 
Humanity Sanctioned by a Despotism. 

Clarence King in September Forum: In 
the 1868-78 war the insurgents were never 
accorded belligerent rights by any power 
strong enough to take Spain by the throat 
and force her to conduct operations under the 
reasonable humanities of modern war. The 
peduliar form of Cuba renders the control of 
every port easy to the Spanish navy, and, al- 
hough battles were won and campaigus stead- 
ily conducted for ten years by the #nsurgents, 
the United States Government chose to close 
its eyes to the truth. The real facts were, not 
that a state of war was not fully demonstrat- 
ed. but the Alabama claims were in the air, 
and we were ready first to turn our backs on 
Cubain order not to prejudice our money 
case against England, and after the paymeht 
of the award the precedent was still too fresh. 
The Scuth American republics which recog- 
nized Ouban belligereney were powerless, and 
Europe remained indifferent. Thus Spain, 
left unrestrained by foreign powers, worked 
its will with a cynical frauk ness that laid bare 
het full savagery. The war having begun 
Gen, Count Valmaseda published the follow- 
ing proclamation: : 

Inhabitants of the country! The reinforce- 
ments of troops that I have been waiting for 
have arrived: with them I shall give protection 
to the good, and punish promptly those that still 
remain in rebellion against the government of 
the metropolis. : f 

You know that I have pardoned those who have 
fought us with arms; that your wives, mothers, 
and sisters have found in me the unexpected pro- 
tection that you have refused them. You know, 
also, that many of those we have pardoned have 
turned against us again. Reh 

Before such ingratitude, such villany, it is not 
possible for me to be the man have been; 
there is no longer a place for a_ falsified neu- 
trality; he that is not for me is against me; and 
that my soldiers may know how to distiuguish, 
you bear the order they carry: 

1. Every man, fromthe age of 15 years up- 
ward, found away from his habitation (finca), 
and who does not prove a justified motive there- 
for. will beshot. 

2. Every habitation unoccupied will be burned 
by the troops. 

8. Every habitation from which does not float 
a white flag, as a signal that its occupants de- 
sire peace, will be reduced to ashes. 

Women that are not living at their own homes, 
or at the houses of their relatives, will collect in 
the Town of Jiguani, or Bayamo, where mainte- 
nance will be provid ose who do not pre- 
sent themselves will be conducted forcibly. 

The foregoing determinations will commence 
to take effect on the l4th of the present month. 

El CONDE DE VALMASEDA. 

Bayamo, April 4, 1869. 

A month later Mr. Fish, then’ Secretary of 
State, correctly branded this proclamation as 
„ infamous, and wrote in a letter to Senor 
Lopez Roberts (Spanish Minister to tne 
United States): 

In the interestof Christian civilization and 
common humanity, I nate that this document 
is aforgery. Ifit indeed be genuine, the Presi- 
dent instructs mein the most forcible manner 
to protest against such mode of warfare. 

A published record of ‘he Spanish barbari- 
ties of the war gives in detail a list of 2,927 
‘*martyrs to liberty '’"—political prisoners 
executed during the war—and of 4,672 capt- 
ured insurgents whose fate has mever been 
made known. Thete were 13,000 confisca- 
tions of estates, 1,000 being those of ladies 
whose only crime was the love of Cuban lib- 
erty. 

9 Testimony of Spain Itself. 

The experience of American néwspaper cor- 
respondents, like O Kelly, in rebel camps and 
Spanish prisons, confirms the revolting char- 
acter of the Spanish conduct of the war; and 
there are extant letters of Spanish officers 
which throw gleams of light into the darkness 
of the period. A specimen or two are enough. 

Jesus Rivocoba, under date of Sept. 4, 
1869, writes: : 

We captured seventeen, thirteen of whom were 
shot outright; on dying they shouted, ‘* Hurrah 
for free Cuba, hurrah for independence!“ A mu- 
latta said. Hurrah for Cespedes!"’ On the fol- 
lowing day we killed a Cuban officer and another 
man. Among the thirteen that we shot the first 
day were found three sons and tneir father; the 
\father witnessed the execution of his sons with- 

out even changing color, and when his turn came 
he said he died for the independence of his coun- 


try. On coming back we brought along with us 
children, he 


families of those we had shot; and they asked us 
to shoot them, because they 
‘than live among Spaniards. 

Pedro Fardon, anotner officer, who entered 
perfectly into the spirit of the service he hon- 
ored, writes on Sept. 22, 1809: 

Not a single Cuban will remain in this island. 
because we shoot ail those we findin the fields, 
on the farms, and in every hovel. 

And again, on the same day, the same offi- 
cer sends the followmg good news to his old 
father: 

We do not leave a creature alive where we pass, 
be it man or animal. If we find cows, 
we kill them: if horses, ditto; if hogs, 
ditto; men, women, or children. ditto: as 
to the houses, we burn them; so every one re- 
ceives his due—the men in balls, the animals in 
beyonet-thrusts. The island will remain a 
desert. 

Valmaseda himself paid a visit to the plan- 
tation home of the Mora family and, there | 
being no male patriots on whom to wreak his 
lust for blood, butchered and burned the 
sisters Mora and left their home in ashes. 


Martinez Campos’ Campaign. 


There is reason to hope that Campos will 
make war as ai civilized soldier. in his ter- 
mination of the last insurrection he showed a 
com prehetision of modern methods, and there 
are symptoms that he is conscious of the gen- 

eral barbarism of Spain’s Cuban policy. It is 
not clear that he was not sincere in his pro- 
gram of reform which induced the peace of 
1878. For the despicable falseness of Spain 
as to her promised reforms, perhaps Campos 
was in no way responsible. 

In Spanish character survives a continuous 
trait of the pagan cruelty of Rome, rein- 
forced and raised to fiendish intensity by the 
teachings of the Inquisition. Had the United 
States by one stroke of her pen recognized 
Cuban belligereney, as was her moral duty, 
all the aligula-Torguemada atrocities 
would have been stopped, and the war for 
freedum gone on to victory unstained by the 
blood of women and children. President 
Grant lost this noblest opportunity of his 
civil. career by miserable anxiety about the 
Alabama claims, 

Cubans are under no delusion as to the 
fateful step they have taken; the men who 
survived the scourge of the ten-years’ war in 
rushing to arms again actin full conscious- 
ness of what they are domg and willingly face 
the cruel odds. 

If this were a first effort to acquire freedom 
it might be attributed to the, overconfident 
enthusiasm of a brave people inexperienced 
in war and its train of euffering and grief, and 
ignorant of the combination of money, mate- 
rial, and men their enemy can hur! against 
her. But these are the very people who half 
a generation ago fought ten years, and felt 
the shock of 200, Spanish soldiers, and 
suffered as no modern combatants have done. 
They enter this war as bravely as before, but 
with their eyes open and with memory 
Of that adon with visions of agony and blood. 
Of adoration of liberty which is the only 
sure foundation of modern representative 
government, this insurrection is as pure and 
lofty an example as the course of human his-

Cubans bravely choose 
Forge wasa garden party. For ten years 

same men with the same slender re- 
sources held the arms and pride of Spain at 
bay, and then capitulated to promises which 
were made only to be broken. 

Of Spain the insurgents have no fear; but 
if the United States rigorously prevents the 
shipment of arms and munitions from our 
shore we can discourage, we can delay the 
triumph of patriotism, but in the end we can- 
not prevent it. In this war, or the next, or 
the next Cuba will be free, Although these 
men are our near neighbors, although we are 
to them the chosen people who have won in- 
dependence and grown great in freedom, yet 
they have never made the slightest appeal to 
us for active aid in their struggle. They ex- 
2 no good, Samaritan offices. They look 
or no gallant American Lalayette to draw 
sword for them and share the penury and 
hardships of their camps.

Our Relations to the War. 

The Cuban war hangs before us an issue 
which. we cannot evade, Either we must 
stand as the iriend of Spain, and by our 
thorough prevention of the shipment of war 
supplies te the insurgents aid and countenance 
the Spanish efforts to conquer Cuba into con- 
tinued sorrow, or we must befriend Cuba in 
her heroic battle to throw off a medieval 
yoke. Let us not deceive ourselves. Spain

in tén years of miserabie failure. If we pre- 
vent the sending of munitions to Cuba, and 
continue to allow Spain to buy ships and arms 
and ammunition here, it is we who will con- 
quer Cuba, not Spain. It is we who will crush 
liberty ! 

To secure victory for Cuba it is 
necessary for us, in my opinion, 
to take but a single step; that is, to recog- 
nize her belligerency; she will do all the rest. 
That step the government will doubtless hesi- 
tate to tuke at the present state of the strug- 
gle, bevause as yet the insurgents have neither 


capital. In the last insurrection they did 
both, besides.maintaining a state of war for 
ten years, That a state of war exists today 
is virtually admitted by the proclamation of 
Gov.-Gen. Campos, who in addition to the 
army under his command, consisting of 
about 60,000 regulars and 40,000 militia, 
calls for heavy reinforcements, 
Spanish war office has been obliged to order 
out the first class of reserves, ‘Moreover, a 
.commander-in-chief routed in battle and fiee- 
ing, his rear guard fighting bravely all the 
way into Bayamo, to use his own words, 
connotes nothing less than war. 
Duty of the United States, 


When the Cuban Government is set up, as 
it soon will bs, we shall have equally as good 
international authority and precedent to 
recognize a state of war in the island us Spain 
did for our own Confederate insurgents forty 
days after the shot on Fort Sumter. We can 
return to her, in the interests of liberty, the 
compliment she then paid us in behalf of 
slavery. The justice will be poetic. With all 
possible decorum, with a politeness above 
criticism, with a firmness wholly irrésistible, 
we should assist Spain out of Caba and out of 
the hemisphere as effectually as Lincoln and 
Seward did the French invaders of Mexico in 
the sixties. Moreover, according to American 
precedent, neither a state of hostilities nor 
the setting up of a civil or military or- 
ganization is positively necessary to entitle a 
people to belligerent rights; for before either 
of these conditions were established in 1838 
we went so far as to issue a procia nation for 
„prevention of unlawful interference in the 
civil war in Canada. 

Our record toward Spain is clear. We 
heurtily approved when George Canning in- 
voked the holy alliance to prevent her from 
recovering her American provinces and in 
1825 we refused to guarantee her perpetual 
possession of Cuba in exchange for commer. 
cial concessions to ourselves. Our obliga- 
tions to her are measured by an easily ter- 
minable treaty, which, however, while in 
force in no way prevents us from recognizing 
Cuba’s belligerency. Is it difficult for us to 
decide between free Cuba and tyrant Spain? 
Why not fling overbourd Spain and give Cuba 
the aid which she needs and which our treaty 
with Spain cannot prevent? Which cause is 
morally right? Which is manly? Which is 
American? 


STILL THREATEN A GENERAL STRIKE, 


Chieago Officials Not Alarmed by the Con- 
| ditidn at Whiting, Ind. 

Whiting, Ind., Sept. 5.—[Special. |—The 
situation in the Standard Oil company's ma- 
chinists’ troubles remains unchanged. The 
boilermakers and bricklayers will undoubt- 
edly enter upon a general strike if necessary 
and at present there seems to be no possibility 
of a peaceable settlement. The South Chi- 
cago Machinists’ Union helda special meet- 
ing tonight. The most plausible reason for 
the company’s action regarding the me- 
chinists was the result of a request made by 
| the men for increase of two and one-half 
cents an hour made several days ago. An- 
other theory is that it is the result of the 
failure of the men to work Labor day. The 
company has made no statement.

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NO SUGAR BOUNTIES. 


CONTROLLER BOWLER SAYS THE AOT 


_ 18 UNOONSTITUTIONAL. 


- Asserts His Jurisdiction in the Premises, 


but Directs the Papers in the Case to Be 
Sent to the Court of Claims for Judg- 
ment in Order to Afford a Precedent= 
Decision, Based on the Ground That 
All Taxation Must Be for a Public Pur- 
pose. 1 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 5.— R. B. Bowler. 
Controller of the Treasury, today rendered an 
opinion ou the now celebrated Oxnard sugar 
bounty claims in which he holds in effect, 
first, that he, as Controller, has jurisdiction 
of the case, and, second, that in his opinion 
the act of March 2, 1895, making the sugar 
bounty appropriation is unconstitutional. He, 
however, directs that the pa pers in the case 
be sent to the Court of Claims for the rendi- 
tion of a judgment in order that there may be 
furnished a precedent for the future action 
of the Executive Department in the adjust- 
ment of the class of cases involved in these 
sugar bounties.”’ 

The particular claim decided today is sub- 
stantially on the same footing as all other 
sugar bounty claims for the satisfaction of 
which Congress at its last session appropri- 
ated $5,238,289. 

Of the constitutionality of the act, the Con- 
troller says in part that the principle has 
long been decided that taxation must be for 
a public purpose; that an attempt to take 
money from the people by the forms of tax- 


ation for a purpose other than a public one | 


is not un exercise cf legislative power, and, 


therefore, that an attempt to do so is a mere 


nullity as an effort by the Legislature to ex- 
ercise power not granted by the Constitu- 
tion. 

It is suggested that when Congress gets out 
of the domain of law and into the reaim of 
justice and equity its power is unlimited. 

hat would no doubt be true if Congress could 
get out of the domain of law; but it cannot, 

The bounty of the act of 1895 is not lim- 
ited to those who may have suffered an injury 
by failure to receive the bounty of the Mc- 
Kinley act, but is given to all alike, whether 


they suffered loss or not. There is nothing 


which indicates that it was intended to make 
compensation for such injury, and that cannot 
be implied. 

If the Ccutroller should pass the claims the 
government would be absolutely concluded 
and the money of the people be taken from 
the treasury in payment of demands not au- 
thorized by law if the appropriation is in 
fact unconstitutional. By a refusal to pass 
the claims the ultimate righta of the claim- 
ants are in no way affected, for they have a 
perfect remedy in court to test the validity of 
their claims and obtain payment thereof after 
a final determination of the constitutionality 
of the law, if it be not held unconstitutional. 

If the Controller had no other alternative 
but to pass or reject the claims for the rea- 
sons above given, his duty to the whole peo- 
ple, who cannot bring their rights into court, 
would require him te reject them. 


GENERAL NEWS FROM WASHINGTON, 


Presidential Order Prohlbiting Pernicious 
Activity Still in Force. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 5.—The Civil Service 
Commission has been askod by letter- carriers to 
decide what part they were allowed to take in 
politics under the civil service law further than 
the mere casting of votes, The commission re- 
plied that any specific questions should be sub- 
mitted to the Postoffice Department, but called 
attention to the executive instructions of the 
President of July 14, 1886, which it said were 
yet in force and were part of the postal rules. 
The reply concludes as follows: Those who 
enter the classified civil service upon the ground 
of ascertained merit. as established by the civil 
service rules, should be quick to recognize the 
reciprocal obligation thereby im and avoid 
any action which now or at any future time 
could reasonably be subject to adverse political 
criticism.” — 

Best Armor Plate Ever Tested. 

The Ordnance Bureau of the Navy Department 
is preparing to follow up the tests of the armor 
plate of the Iowa by another with an eighteen- 
inch gun as soon as one now on the ground can 
be mounted. The ordnance officials are really 
anxious to penetrate the armor, as until that is 
done they cannot obtain a fair idea of the 
strength of the ship’s A They say 
that the test made yesterday shows the lowa’s 
armor to be the best fifteen-inch plate which has 
ever undergone trial at Indian Head. 


Indiana te Be Docked in Nova Scotia, 


The idea of attempt to dock the battleship 
Indiana in the United States preliminary to her 
speed trial has been abandoned and Mr. Cramp 
is now about to arrange for docking the ship at 
Halifax, N.S. It is a matter of regret to the 
Navy Department that this, the first big battle- 
ship, must be sent away from the United States 
to be put into shape for service, but there is no 
help for it. 

Ne Candidate for the Supreme Bench. 


Prof. John G. Moore of Columbia College, New 
York, who has been engaged in the compilation 
of a history of the arbitrations to which the 
United States has been a party, by special direc- 
tion of Congress, has announced to the State De- 
partment the early completion of that work.
